PERMANENT SCHOOL FOND. 


The permanent school fund was originally 


instituted by tbe school law of 1828. The 
sum of five tbousnud dollars, then appro 
priatcd as a beginning, has increased from 
various sources until now tbe invested fund 
iippo'ars on tho books of the General Treas- 
urer as SC'iO.B7(i ;!7. and tbe fuud nwiitiug 
investment as S2(;,573.;'i4.
